Having 
completed his exaiiiiiiat ion, he s.ays: "I 
visited N'ictoria, \'aiicoii\or Island, and 
thence went to every point of advantage 
by steamer and sailing er.aft. The jioiiits 
which I have selected for the location of 
future villages are on Queen Charlotte 
IbIjukIs. The group consists of fJraham, 
Moresby and I'revost Islands. 'fheir 
coast line extends about two degrees of 
Latitude, and as there are lumirrous inlets 
that afford shelter I eousidcr the group a 
splendid place for our men.

(.Jueen Charlotte Islands, I am informed 
that on their west coast tish are just as 
abundant."

1 ,-l.'"iri,i)i;,'!,00() inhaliitants. .Steam has ac- 
cordingly trebled man's wnrkin;; power, 
enabling him to ecoiioiiiise his idiysical 
strength while attending to his intellec- 
tual development.

Y esterday afturinion Dr. Milne lectured 
on luiatoniy to the teachers and pupils of 
tile High School.

ruins the constitution. Alcohol, with its 
abusei--, above idl others at the present is 
destroying tliotisaiids of constitnlionB. Its 
eU'ects are of two stages, first of excite- 
iiiimt, I hell of de|iressioii. Various dis- 
eases are |irodiieed fnnn these ell'ects; for 
o.xaiii|ile, ajioplexy \h caused by the exces- 
sive use of alcohol, affecting the circula- 
tion and producing congestion and rupt- 
ure of the vessels of tho brain. The evil 
edects of tobacco lui the nervous system 
were also einiiueral ed. It paralyzes the 
iiei \ oiis st riicl lire, the actioiis iit which 
are essential to good licallli. It has cer- 
lainly llie eU'ecl of ijuietiiig tliu nerves 
by jiandyzing them and many express 
comfort at its uso, but soon the slave be- 
comes tho master and it is almost im- 
possible for Riini(! Id give up the use of it. 
Cig.aretle smoking is even more injurious 
as liiiriit p.aiier produces ca'biiinc o,\idi;, 
which is very puisonoiis, Tlu' lecturer 
also pointed out Ihe evil etreot,s arising 
from tho use of luircotics Hitch as ojiiiim 
and chloral. Injuries to the spiiu! from 
mntatural positions in school, such as 
writing and sitting in unnatural positions, 
were spoken of. "What should we do, " 
asked the Icctincr, "to ])reservo the nerv- 
ous syilem in as healthy a coiiditi m as 
possible r 1st, regular liabits; 2ii(l, ob--
